It is hereby notified that the Arabic Munshy s Exazination introduced 
by Government Vide G. O.Ms. 23 /70/ Edn . dated 14-1-1970 published in 
the Kerala Gazette dated 27-1-1970 will be conducted on 19-5-1975 and the 
succeeding days in accordance with the time table given in this notification . 
2. The centres of the examination for May 1975 are : 

1. Trivandrum Central High School , Trivan.rum 
2. Quilon Government High School for Boys, Quilon 
3 . Ernakulam Girls High School, Ernakulam 
4. Trichur Model High School for Girls, Trichur 
5. Malappuram Government High School, Malappuram 
6. Kozhikode Government High School for Girls, 

Kozhikode. 
3. Compartmental system is introduced by Government (Vide G. O. 
Rt. 2862/72 /S . Edn . dated 21-10-1972) for the Examination May 1973 
onwards. The six papers for the Arabic Munshy s Examination arc grouped 
into two parts . Part I consists of papers I, II & III and Part II consists of 
papers IV , V and VI. A separate minimum of 30 % marks for each paper 
and 40 % for each part will be insisted for a pass . 

4. The candidates for the examination should have passed VII 
standard examination and should have completed 15 years of age. 

5 . The candidates who have once appeared and failed for the exami 
nation alone are eligible for compartmental appearance (No compartmental 
system will be allowed for the first appearance ). 

6. The candidate who have passed the S. S. L. C. Examination with 
Malayalam as Ist Language Part I will be exempted from appearing for the 
paper in Regional Language . 
Note : - Candidate ie, those who have passed S. S. L. C. with Malayalam 

as Ist Language should produce the true copy of relevant page of 
S. S. L. C. Book in which marks have been entered duly attested 
by a High School Headmaster along with their application for 
admission to the Examination . The original S. S. Book 
should be produced before the Chief Superintendent of the 
centre concerned for verification when they go over to receive the 

Hall Ticket. 
7. The head of centre concerned will be the Chief Superintendeut for 
the conduct of the examination except in cases otherwise ordered .

8. Answer paper I, II and III shall necessarily be in Arabic paper IV 
shall be answered in Arabic or Mother-tongue. Paper V shall be answered 
as directed in the question paper and paper VI shall be answered in the 
Mother-tongue only 

9. The candidates have to submit their application in manuscript or 
typewritten in the Form given in appendix I to this notification . Applica 
tions should be prepared in half sheet of fuolscap paper and the particulars 
may either be neatly writ en or typewritten . No printed forms will be 
supplied from this office . 
Note: — There should be two passport size Photographs (bust alone) 

affixed with each application . Photographs should be those 
take. Iecently ie. not more than six months before the date of 
applications and they should be affixed in the space provided in 
the application form and attested by a Gazetted Officer of the 
State or Central Government or M. P. or M. L. A. or Heads of 
Higher or Training Schools or Assistant Educational Officers. 

No Rubber stamps should be affixed on the Photographs. 
10. Candidate s identification certificate and candidate s Admission 
Ticket must be in separate sheets of papers Applications which are not in 
the prescribed form ( Annexed to this notification ) and do not contain all the 
requisite particulars will be rejected . 

11. The fee for admission to the examination for the two parts (all 
papers) is Rs, 25 and the fee for each part (three papers) is Rs. 15 . 

12. The fee for admission to the Examination should be remitted into 
a Government Treasury in Kerala State under the Head of account 
“ 077 B (a ) i Examination Fees" and the chalan receipt in original should be 
forwarded along with the application . 

13. Last date for remittance of fee without fine is 22-3-1975. 
14. Last date for remittance of fee with a fine of Re. 1 is 29-3-1975 . 

15. On no account the fee will be accepted at the office of the 
Commissioner for Government Examinations by cheque or in cash or in any 
other form . 

16. Fee once remitted wilt on no account be refunded or adjusted 
tow.rds the fee for a subsequent examination .

- Dated , Trivandrum , 10th March 1975 . 
WHEREAS the Government have by Notifications Nos. S. R. O. 
No. 474/73 dated 26th July , 1973 and S. R. O. No. 427174 , dated 13th 
June, 1974 prohibited the production of fibre from coconuthusks by the use o 
machinery in the Districts of Trivandrum , Quilon , Alleppey and Kottayam 
and the installation of additional machinery in the Districts of Ernakulam , 
Trichur, Palghat, Malappuram , Kozhikode and Cannanore . 

AND WHEREAS it is felt that some relaxation from the prohibition 
imposed by the aforesaid Notifications isnecessary till such time as is required 
for the traditional hand beating sector to step into the field and keep up 
the production of coir fibre for the manufacture of coir yarn and other coir 
products; 

AND WHEREAS it is felt that the use ofmachinery has to be allowed in 
the case of production of fibre from unretted dry coconut husks as the 
export of fibre from such husks has already been exempted from the 
provisions of the Kerala Coconut Husks and Coir Fibre (Export Control) 
Order, 1974 ;

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AND WHEREAS the Government are of opinion that for securing equit 
able distribution and availability of coir fibre at fair prices, it is necessary to 
allow the use ofmachinery to some extent for the production of fibre from 
coconut husks; 

NOW , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (2) 
of Rule 114 of the Defence of India Rules, 1971 , the Government of 
Kerala hereby order that notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Notifications Nos. S. R.O. No. 474/73, dated 26th July, 1973 and S. R. O. 
No. 427174 dated 13th June, 1974 mentioned above, the production of fibre 
from coconut husks by the use of machinery shall be allowed in the 
following cases, namely : 

(i) Production of fibre from coconut husks by the use ofmachinery 

by the Workers Co -operative Societies engaged in Coir Industry ; 
(ii) Production of fibre from coconut husks by the use of machinery 

by Government owned Units engaged in Coir Industry ; 
(iii) Production of fibre from unretted dry coconut husks by the use 

of machinery for the purpose of export of such fibre out of any 
place within the State of Kerala to any place outside the State 

including countries outside India : 
Provided that no person including a company , a corporation , a firm , an 
association of individuals or a co -operative society shall use machinery 
for the production of fibre from unretted dry coconut husks for the purpose 
of export mentioned in item ( iii) above without obtaining the written per 
mission of the Government : 

Provided further that such permission shall be granted if Government 
are satisfied that the application is bona fide and is for the purpose mentioned 
in item (iii) above .
